letting which is necessary for Hit- 
ler’s ultimate defeat is being ad- 
ministered by the Russians and 
they alone can do it.” 

Russia, Smuts said, is “bearing 
more than her share of the com- 
mon burden” and he urged that 
“whatever help in whatever form 
we can give to Russia to sustain 
her in her colossal effort should 
be given in fullest measure. and 
with utmost speed.” 

Defense Phase Ended. 

In reference to the second front, 
Smuts said. the defense phase of 
the war for the United Nations had 
ended. 

Smuts listed three events which, 
he said, lifted the British Empire 
out of “the abyss into which the 
fall of France had all but plunged 
us!” They were the defeat of the 
German air force over Britain, 
the Nazi attack on Russia, and 
Pearl Harbor, which plunged the 
United States 100 per cent into the 
war. 

“We have much to be thankful 
for, but not the least for the colos- 
sal mistakes of our enemies,” he 
added. 

“Will the fourth blunder be com- 
mitted? Will Japan, in spite of her 
treaty with Russia, launch a 
treacherous attack against hér also 
in Siberia? Time alone will show.” 

Smuts said the war may last 
until 1944. 

Partial Text of Speech, 

A partial text follows: 

For the first three years of the 
war our role had necessarily to be 
a defensive one. That role was im- 
posed on us by the intensive secret 
preparations of the enemy for six 
years before. war, by a false sense 
of security he had sedulously fos- 
tered among us and by a mood of 
appeasement which had thus been 
created.. That advantage no pre- 
mature offensive could possibly 
have overcome. We could barely 
—__-| maintain our self-defense against 
the terrible odds. 

In those cases where we were in 
honor bound to take the. offensive 
in support of other small peoples 
we have suffered reverses which 
still. further weakened us. Let us, 
however, never regret the help we 
did our: best to bring Norway, Hol- 
land and Greece in their hour of 
need. 

Defeat of the Luftwaffe. 

The defeat of the Luftwaffe in 
that supremé ‘crisis. saved not only 
London and. Britain but, I firmly 
believe, the whole Allied cause and 
future of the world. 

The fall of France was followed 
by two other events, both of: great- 
est importance for the subsequent 
course of the war. The first was 
another fatal mistake' of Hitler: 
Balked in his air attack.on London 
he saw that it was unsafe to at- 
tempt an invasion of Britain he- 
fore first clearing his rear in Rus- 
sia.

To Sign Bill Today. 

President Roosevelt told his 
press conference yesterday that he 
would sign the new measure be- 
fore midnight tonight. 

As the tax measure stands, it 
contains these major provisions: 

A 5 per cent victory tax on indi- 
vidual income over $12 a week, 
with post-war credits. This is 
combined, with stiff increases in 
the normal and surtax rates on net 
income and a broadening of the 
base of the income tax by a cut in 
exemptions. 

‘A 9 per cent iricrease in corpora- 
tion taxes on normal and surtax 
income and an elevation of the 
sliding scale of excess profits toa 
flat 90 per cent. 

Increases in excise taxes on 
liquor, cigarettes, cigars and other 
items, effective Nov. 1. 

Highest Income Taxes. | 

The measure raises income tax 
rates to their highest level. The 
normal individual income tax rate 
is increased from 4 to 6 per cent. 
To that is added a graduated ‘sur- 
tax starting at 13 per cent and in- 
creasing to 82. At present the sur- 
tax ranges from 6 to 77 per cent. 

The result is that the taxpayer 
will pay 19 per cent on his first 
dollar of taxable income, with the 
total percentage to be paid rising: 
sharply as income increases . 

Personal exemptions are cut from 
$1500 to $1200 for married pairs, 
from $750 to $500 for single per, 
sons and credits for dependents 
are reduced from $400 to $350. 

Credit is allowed ‘for all medical 
expenses if excess of 5 per cent of 
net income, with a maximum of 
$2500.

Acting Circuit Attorney Henry

himself disenfranchised prior to 
any such action by the Election 
Board. 

If, after pleading nolo con-

The Board of Estimate and Ap-

Williams’ Argument. 

In an argument accompanying 
the petition, Williams said that “at 
the very least, the existence of an 
untrammeled power upon the part 
of the Board of Aldermen, or of 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, or .of both together, to 
cut down to little or nothing the 
compensation of the employes of 
the Department of Personnel is a 
war with the whole theory and 
the fundamental purpose of the 
amendment.” ! 

“Moreover, an unrestricted pow- 
er of the Board of Aldermen brut- 
ally to cut to pieces and destroy 
the classification and compensa- 
tion plans so carefully provided 
for would, in effect, constitute a 
complete nullification of many pro- 
visions of the charter amend- 
ment,” he asserted.

“It is only fair to this group to 
state that the subcommittee has 
indicated their opposition to imme- 
diate enactment of national service 
legislation,” McNutt said. “They 
believe that all indirect sanctions 
should be exhausted before such a 
law is passed. 

“Nevertheless, they are prepar- 
ing draft legislation for considera- 
tion whenever the President indi- 
cates that national service legisla- 
tion is required.” 

McNutt left no doubt as to his 
own belief that such legislation 
was necessary. 

“Public opinion and sound public 
policy both dictate that we must 
not stop short of compulsion when 
those who will not co-operate are 
blocking war production,” he de- 
clared.

“They must be made to feel 
that when they act voluntarily, the 
Government approves the action, 
and is prepared to require compli- 
ance by the few who refuse to co- 
operate. Thus their sacrifice will 
not be jeopardized.” 


McNutt said the experience in 
Great Britain, where the person 
and property of every citizen is-at 
the command of the nation, has 
shown that the punitive powers 
under the British man-power laws 
have been exercised only 33 times. 


“Under a voluntary system, re- 
calcitrants. may shirk with im- 
punity,” he continued. “Under a 
system of indirect sanctions meas¢ 
ures may be so broad as to inter- 
fere with other objectives and 
strike the innocent with the guilty, 
being solely negative, indirect sanc- 
tions cannot reach certafn types 
of activity.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP).— 
Excerpts from the statement of 
Robert P. Patterson, Under Secre- 
tary of War, concerning release of 
4000 experienced miners to return 
to their jobs to produce critical 
war materials, follow: 

American war production is held 
back for lack of copper, lead, zinc, 
molybdenum, tungsten and other 
critical metals. To relieve this 
situation, the War Department has 
authorized a release from active 
military circles of 4000 experienced 


miners. These men are being fur- 
loughed, so that they may resume 
the mining of ore vitally needed 
to arm our fighting forces. 

They are being released for one 
reason, and only one: They have 
special skill in mining and they 
can do more damage to the enemy 
by going back to work in the 
mines than they can by continuing 
their military training in the 
field. . « « 

Where Copper Goes. 

In a single minute of combat a 
flight of 50 fighter planes shoots 
away seven tons of copper. A 
37-mm, antiaircraft gun.uses up a 
ton of copper every 20 minutes it 
is in operation. Six hundred pounds 
of copper go into every medium 
tank and a ton into thé engine 
and airframe of a Flying Fortress. 
The Signal Corps alone needs 
5000 tons of copper every month 
for radio and telegraphic and tele- 
phonic equipment. An army with- 
out copper would be an’ army 
without speed, - maneuverability, 
communications or fire power. It 
would not last a day in battle.... 

There is plenty of metal waiting 
to be dug. There are not eneugh 
skilled miners to do the digging. 
Efforts to recruit additional miners 
from civilian sources, while effec- 
tive, have not filled the need to the 
required extent, and the supply of 
metal is falling behind require- 
ments every day. 

Going As Civilians. 

The soldiers who are being fur- 
loughed are going back to the 
mines as civilians. The Army will 
exercise no control over their 
wages, working conditions or col- 
lective bargaining relationships, 
and they will not be accountable 
to the Army for their actions in or 
out of the mines. 

However, they are being fur- 
loughed to do a specific job. If 
they terminate their employment in 
the mines or if the situation 
changes in such a way as to make 
their continued employment unnec- 
essary to the national welfare, 
they will be recalled to active duty 
with the armed forces. . . Those 
who volunteer to return to the 
mines do so because they believe, 
as the Army believes, that they can 
serve the nation best in that way. 

- « « The Army sees no need at 
this time for furloughing other 
troops in similar manner.

In the 
name of the Russian soldiers, I 
must also say to Americans—you 
are also brave men.

I hardly need to preface these 
remarks by the statement that they 
are wholly uninspired by the fact 
that the Secretary of the Navy is 
also publisher of the Chicago Daily 
News. One of the first orders to 
reach the Java -battleground in 
February, 1942, declared that Chi- 
cago Daily News correspondents 
must be treated with the same 
stringency as all other corre- 
spondents. And this order barring 
favoritism has been applied rigor- 
ously, 

Comment Cited. 3 
In discussing the Solomons bat- 
tles, many American editors have 
dealt with the Navy with more 
severity than it deserved. 

Both the New York Times and 
another New York morning paper 
complained editorially that the Aus- 
‘tralian public was apprised of the 
loss of the cruiser Canberra only 
a few days after it was sunk while 
Americans were obliged to wait 65 
days for news of sinkings of the 
cruisers Quincy, Vincennes and As- 
toria. Both newspapers asked why 
Australians could be given news of 
losses while Americans were kept 
uninformed. 

In particular, it has been sug- 
gested by the New York Times 
that the delay in revealing naval 
losses “will lead. many persons to 
conclude, however unjustly, that 
the bad news was held up in this 
case until there was good news to 
offset it.” 

It is evident that if such crit- 
icisms continue, American editorial 
writers and possibly even the en- 
tire American public are going to 
have to take a freshman course in 
naval intelligence. There may be 
definite arguments against naval 
censorship of certain types and 
few American war correspondents 
have learned to love their Ad- 
mirals. However, many have come 
to respect them and their judg- 
ment. about what. can and cannot 
be released for publication. 
Reason for Disparity. 

After the Solomons battle, the 
Navy announced that one cruiser 
had been definitely lost, two dam-

d. It is the disparity be- 
tween these figures and the even- 
tual announcement that four 
cruisers were actually lost that 
arouses the suspicion that the 


Navy is covering up losses. 


But the closer one studies the 
Navy's task the more one ap- 
preciates that the Admirals are 
more than fighting the war; they 
are engaged in trying to build up 
a whole system of air naval bases. 
Had our strategic necessities in 
the Western Pacific been com- 
prehended by American political 
leaders of the last generation, this 
task would have been unnecessary.

but inquiries. The Japanese naval 
intelligence is actually saying to 
us: “We think we sank four cruis- 
ers; how about it?” When the 
Navy replies during a running en- 
gagement, as in the case of the 
Solomons, that one cruiser was lost, 
two cruisers damaged and several 
warships damaged, it must be 
taken as a broad and temporary 
reply subject to revision when con- 
siderations of security make great- 
er precision possible, . 


Communiques regarding pro- 
gressive clashes should be not con- 
sidered absolute or complete or 
subject to comparison with losses 
claimed inflicted on the enemy un- 
til an-engagement is long over 
and losses replaced.

War Capital Ship 
Strength. 


LONDON, Oct. 21 (AP). 
WO 35,000-ton battleships, the 
‘Anson and the Howe, each car- 
rying ten, 14-inch guns, have 
moved into their stations in the 
British fleet. 

Thus the fleet now has reached 
its pre-war strength of. 15 battle- 
ships and battle cruisers and at 
least four more battleships are 
under construction, including the 
Lion and the Temeraire, rated at 
40,000 tons. 

The. Anson and the Howe are 
the last of five battleships of the 
King George V class to be com- 
missioned. The Prince of Wales 
was sunk last December during 
a Japanese air attack off Malaya. 
The King George V and the Duke 
of York have been with the fleet 
for some time, 

One of the .Anson’s first tasks 
was to help guard a Russia-bound 
convoy in the Arctic and its guns 
already have been in action against 
German aircraft, it was an- 
nounced. 

Capt. H, R. G. Kinahan is in 
command of the Anson and Capt. 
C. H. L. Woodhouse commands the 
Howe. Woodhouse commanded the 
cruiser Ajax in the battle of the 
River Plate in which the German 
pocket battleship Graf Spee fled to 
Montevideo harbor and was 
scuttled. 

The new battleships “carry four 
aircraft each and their design in- 
corporates enhanced defense 
against air attack,” an Admiralty 
announcement said today. Their 
14inch guns are said to have an 
effective range greater than the 
15-inch guns of earlier ships. 

The armor belt is reported to be 
16 inches thick at the water line. 
The increased. protection against 
air attack is said to include heavy 
deck armor and elaborate subdivi- 
sion of the interior.

Two Advocates of Lauf Amendment Ex- 


INCE you do not consider my letter 

of Oct. 13 a sufficient reply to your 
editorial, “Sincere Opposition—Or Smoke 
Screen,” published on the twelfth, let me 
try again. 

You imply in your editorial that it is 
incorrect to characterize the selection of 
Judges by election as the American meth- 
od and by appointment as an alien meth- 
od. You call attention to the fact that 
Federal Judges are appointed as sup- 
port for your implication. You certainly 
need “correction” in such respect. There 

are less than 300 Federal Judges so ap- 
*2* while there are thousands of 
state Judges selected by election, and 
but few state Judges appointed. There- 
fore, to refer to the selection of Judges 
by appointment as the American method 
would be in total disregard of the facts. 

The Federal method of selection of 
Judges is in no sense indigenous to the 
United States, but was an importation 
from foreign countries, On the other 
hand, if there are foreign countries 
where Judges are elected, such must be 
insignificant and little-known lands. 
Hence, the ordinary Missouri’ citizen 

must consider the election of Judges as 


opposed to the selection by appointment 


as the American method.

When your editorials are discussing 
& the actual concrete workings of the ap- 
i pointive system and not immediately 
' discussing the Lauf amendment, your 
' writers find it appropriate to employ 
similar terms in discussing those tenden- 
cies which the Lawyers’ Association 
finds inherent in the so-called non-par- 
tisan court scheme. Concerning the ap- 
pointment of a Federal Judge, you re- 
cently said: 

“The American people lost a battle, in 
their war against rule by dictators yes- 
terday afternoon. . .. What will the Sen- 
ate do? Will it follow its weak, driven 
Judiciary Committee? Or will it cast 
out this unfit appointment in the name 
of the freedom for which we fight the 
Axis dictators?” 

We do not wish to be drawn into any 
criticism of the Federal courts, but if 
you are now holding those courts up as 
the ideal toward which the State courts 
should strive, we must direct your at- 
tention to the great and increasing crit- 
icism by the press and pressure groups 
of these courts. You recently said of the 
United States Supreme Court: 

“It repudiates state Supreme Court de- 
cisions which have been law for almost 
a century. ...iIf the Supreme Court has 
not now said that there can be one kind 
of justice for the defendant who has the 
money to employ a lawyer and. another 
kind for an indigent farmhand such as 
Smith Betts, it has come so close to it 
that there is no essential difference.”

I need not call your attention to the 
clamor for reform of the Federal courts 
which even goes so far as to demand a 
proctor to police them. The criminal 
prosecution of certain high Federal 
Judges is fresh in mind. The fact that 
when the state and Federal courts have 
concurrent jurisdiction, few litigants 
choose to file their suits in the Federal 
courts, shows that tribunals with ap- 
pointed Judges do not meet with pop- 


ular approval.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a recent editorial you referred to 

the appointment of Judges in Connecti- 
cut and Missouri. May I ask you not to 
compare the setup and methods of the 
selection of Judges in Connecticut with 
the setup and methods in Missouri? 

In Connecticut, which was my home 
State, the Governor selects the Judges 
of his own free will. It has been the ex- 
perience of Connecticut that the Gover- 
nors have, without exception, chosen ex- 
cellent lawyers, regardless of their poli- 
tics, for the judgeships. 

The Missouri setup, misnamed the 
“non-partisan” system, consists of the 
selection by small cliques of lawyers 
of. two committees, who are naturally 
partisan in politics, who in turn select 
the names of three candidates to be pre- 
sented to the Governor, from which list 


he must select one to fill a vacancy.

Furthermore, the Missouri setup was 
engineered by the Democrats when all 
members of the Supreme Court, the Cir- 
cuit and Probate courts of the City of 
St. Louis were Democrats. The so-called 
“non-partisan” amendment froze all 
these Democrats in office. No such con- 
dition ever existed in Connecticut. 

Had the falsely named “non-partisan” 
amendment been fair to the people of 
Missouri and to the Governor, it would 
have at least required the submission of 
the resignation of every Judge on the 
bench at the time the amendment became 
effective, and would have left the selec- 
tion solely in the hands of the Governor.

Without doubt, the last -month or two have seen 


our war effort. Definite action on the 18-19-year 
draft law, the new tax bill, rubber, rationing and 
inflation control are signs of this, but the publica- 
tion of'another report by the Tolan committee shows 
that much still retains to be done before our total 
war machine is really in high gear. 
Ours is still a “haphazard and disjointed war pro- 
duction program,” says the committee, It is still 
giving rise to conflicts which are not deing elimin- 
ated by talk of “getting tough.” The trend is still 
away from a national plan under which the needs 
of the crisis could be met with available resources 
through intelligent, centralized direction. 
Perhaps the committee, at times, painted with too 
black a brush. However; the lack of planning which 
it discovered is excuse enough for some drastic 
words. It found, for instance, that the Army and 
Navy are engaged in such headlong competition for 
doctors that even freshmen in medical schools are 
being offered reserve commissions. We now have 
one doctor for approximately every 100 men in the 
services, it reports, adding that many of these simply 
are not needed at this time. 
This sort of grabbing has become so general that 
Oregon shipbuilders are recruiting labor in New 
York. And the draft boards, despite the fact that 
the ultimate strength of the Army has now been set 
at 7,500,000 men, find it impossible to follow a con- 
sistent policy for the deferment of essential workers. 
Further, we have no practical system for the transfer, 
training and up-grading of available labor. 
Talk about a national service act under these con- 
ditions, in the view of the committee, is just camou- 
flage for mismanagement, rather than a solution for 
labor shortage problems. It would do us no good if 
we had such a law, says the report, because we do 
not have the machinery to administer it. The com- 
mittee believes that, if only they were clearly told 
where to go and when, the men and women of the 
United States would fill every gap. 
Manpower has become the keystone of the whole 
war effort. Without a system. for its most effective 
use, all other improvements in our victory schedule 
will inevitably be precariously based. The mere pas- 
sage of a compulsory labor law cannot guarantee this. 
But, first of all, we must determine the honest 
needs on all the fronts—agricultural, industrial and 
military, the number of men and women actually 
and potentially available, and efficient means for 
getting them to the spot where they can be most 
useful. Manpower can’t be created by law.

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F. D. R. INDORSES SENATOR NORRIS. 

President Roosevelt yesterday gave his support to 
the candidacy of Senate Norris for re-election as an 
Independent against regular Republican and Demo- 
cratic candidates. When he was asked about the 
Nebraska situation at the White House press conter- 
ence, he recalled that he had made a public statement 
in Senator Norris’ behalf at a large Democratic gath- 
ering in Omaha when the venerable statesman was 
last a candidate. The President then directed his 
secretary, Stephen T. Early, to have copies of the 
1936 statement mimeographed and distributed. 

What Mr. Roosevelt said in Omaha six years ago 
was all true and handsomely spoken. He explained 
that he was making the single exception to his rule 
of participating only in the political affairs of his 
own State of New York. It was, said Mr. Roosevelt, 
the “one magnificently justified exception,” which he 
would make so long as Senator Norris lived. He 
then appealed to his Democratic audience to vote for 
the Independent candidate: " “Help this great Ameri- 
can to continue an historic career of service.” 

That appeal is even more justified today since 
Senator Norris has a harder battle on his hands than 
in 1936. He is now 81 years old and cannot make a 
fighting campaign. He faces an electorate which 
cast its vote for the Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent two years ago, for the Republican candidate for 
Governor and for the Republican candidate for 
United States Senator. There is a great difference 
between a presidential indorsement such as this one, 
which obviously rises above partisan politics; and an 
effort to control a partisan situation, as when Mr, 
Roosevelt sought to beat John J. Bennett Jr., in New 
York, chiefly because Mr. Bennett was James A. Far- 
ley’s candidate. 

Senator Norris should have all the help which he 
needs. Defeat for him on Nov. 3 would be a sorry 
close to a distinguished public life.

The draft-bill amendment forbidding the sale of 
liquor in and. around Army posts, introduced by 
Senator Lee of Oklahoma, is sure to cause consider- 
able debate, but one group may be counted upon to 
support it enthusiastically, even vociferously. We 
refer to the retired bootleggers of the 1919-33 era. 
The pickings haven’t been so good for them lately, 
and they will see in this measure a golden opportu- 
nity to bring back the good old days when speakeasies 
flourished, liquor barons rode in limousines, bath-tub 
gin commanded its own price and bootleggers had 
party bosses and police officers on their payrolls.

This same picture, it turned out later, was in the 
police files, but was not given to the grand jury 
until after Judge Russell discovered that such a 
photograph had been made. 

When Judge Russell asked Edwin E ‘Huffman, 
president of the Police Board, for police records of 
certain witnesses, Huffman not only refused the re- 
quest, but offensively added in his letter the “clumsy 
gratuity” that Judge Russell himself had been ar- 
rested in 1928, 

Other instances of refusal to co-operate could be 
cited, but these are enough to make it clear why 
Judge Russell wrote Huffman: “My opinion is, you 
and a number-of other public officials are un- 
sympathetic toward this investigation.” 

These episodes constitute an alarming develop- 
ment, They show that efforts are being made to 
hush up this malodorous case, to head off a proper 
investigation. Judge Russell has had to travel over 
the State and search the city to round up’ witnesses. 
To his credit, the obstacles and the slurs have not 
altered the Judge’s determination. 

Neither will they alter the urgent desire of the 
public to have this case cleared up. The issue, we 
repeat, is the death of Edward Melendes while in 
police custody.

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ELMER DAVIS’ UNSPOKEN WISH. 

The luncheon speech of Elmer Davis at Montreal 
Monday was significant both for what it said and 
what it. implied. 

The Office of War Information director praised 
the recent Canadian official statement on the Dieppe 
raid as “a model of candor and common sense.” Ca- 
nadian losses in that attack were heavy. The Gov- 
ernment did not suppress the facts, nor did it at- 
tempt to explain them away. It issued a detailed, 
straightforward account of the raid and thereby, in 
Mr. Davis’ words, showed its “faith in the strength 
of the Canadian spirit.” It was an incident, he said, 
that “set an example which every free people in this 
war should remember and profitably follow.” 

All through his praise of the Canadian policy, 
anyone can read Mr. Davis’ unspoken words: “I 
only wish that I could do the same thing for the 
people of the United States.” His hope that some 
day this will be possible is clearly visible between 
the lines of the following passage: 


A free people wants to know and has a right 
to know how the battle is going, and will fight 
all the harder if it realizes how hard it must 
fight for victory. 


Unfortunately, Mr. Davis cannot issue statements 
as full and frank as the Canadian report on Dieppe. 
Issuing such statements is the job he was sppposed 
to do when summoned to Washington. It is obvious, 
however, that he has run up against a stone wall 
of bureaucratic secrecy, and has been unable to 
convince high officials that meager, belated com- 
muniques are not adequate for a free peoplé. 

Who could do a better job than Elmer Davis in 
reporting all the salient war facts that do not aid 
the enemy? What could do more to bolster waning 
public confidence than regular broadcasts in the 
calm Hoosier voice and succinct style that won such 
high esteem for him as a broadcaster? |

ARTHUR SIMPSON VS. GEORGE MIX. 

We print in the letter column today communiga- 
tions from Arthur E. Simpson, president of the 
Lawyers’ Association of St. Louis, and former Circuit 
Judge George E. Mix. Both are opposed to the non- 
partisan court plan and are in the camp of the Lauf 
repealers. They arrive at that destination, however, 
by strikingly different routes. 

Mr. Simpson is so strongly opposed to the ap- 
pointment of Judges that he finds “the Federal 
method of selection of Judges ... an importation 
from foreign countries.” He does not identify as Nazi 
Germany the land whence the Founding Fathers im- 
ported our Supreme Court and lower Federal courts, 
but he is positive that the system “is in no sense 
indigenous to the United States.” 

Former Judge Mix travels a different road. He 
doesn’t like the Missouri plan, adopted two years 
ago, because it provides for committees of the bar 
which nominate panels of judicial candidates to the 
Governor who, in turn, makes his appointments from 
these panels. Judge Mix says he likes the Con- 
necticut plan, which leaves it entirely up to the 
Governor to make appointments and to make reap- 
pointments when terms expire. For the Connecticut 
plan does not give the voters a chance to pass ad- 
versely on a Judge’s record at the end of his term. 

Thus, Mr. Simpson and Mr. Mix are really diamet- 
mically opposed to each other. It ought to be clear 
from this—if it had not been’clear before—that the

HUS far, our war in the Pacific has 
T seen the use of Army and Navy air- 

craft in conjunction, which is as it 
‘should be. We need all the power that 
can be brought to bear on the firing line— 
the only place to win this war. 

Unfortunately—most unfortunately—there 
has eventuated, concurrently with the recent 
joint operations, a disruptive movement in 
the form of much agitation for an “inde- 
pendent,” a “united” or a “separate” air 
force. In the choice of the various names 
of it, “separatED” might well be found the 
most descriptive word. 

In these arguments for a separated air 
service, it is conceded that Army ground 
troops and Navy fleets are to retain such 
air units as their respective needs call for. 
But the intent is clear: the separated air 
service ig to be the big tent in the show. 

It may pay us, when iy doubt, to regard 
the experiences of our neighbors: 

The Royal Air Force has done a mag- 
nificent job in defending England. Our 
hats are off to the British airmen who 
beat back the German attack. 

But when we contemplate the record of 
British employment of planes with ships, 
any sea officer can feel only real anger 
that a splendid navy has been kept at 
such a tremendous disadvantage through 
the denial of that air power which modern 
war at sea requires. . 

The only thing that could have saved 
Singapore would have been the success of 
Admiral] Sir Tom Phillips’ attempt to place 
his heavy ships where they could sink the 
Japanese transports at sea. He had no air- 
planes at his disposal except the gunnery- 


‘| spotting planes of the two ships. 


The R. A. F. had a considerable force on 
Malaya, within easy flying range of the sea 
area where it all happened. The British 
battleships received no aid from the R. A. F. 
either in reconnaissance or in defense by 
fighter planes against the Jap air attack 
which resulted in the loss of the Repulse 
and Prince of Wales and their commander. 

We have never heard why the R. A. F. 
fighters, which were half an hour away, 
gave Admiral Phillips no help. In stating 
the above, criticism of a gallant ally is not 
intended, but we do have to use our wits 
in solving our own problems, and the Brit- 
ish way does not look good for our pur- 
poses, 

* I a n 

Suppose we look next at the Japanese air 
power, which, like our own, is part Army 
and part Navy. We know practically noth- 
ing about their Army air components, but 
we have seen something of the Jap Navy 
planes—to our sorrow. 

The raid on Pearl Harbor and the subse- 
quent actions involving the Jap carriers 
have shown that their Navy flyers are 
highly able in all those tricks of the trade. 
Other than our own, no flyers have done 
that kind of air work as well. 

The Japs showed us an example of high- 
quality amphibious war. Troops, ships and 
aircraft were splendidly co-ordinated, both 
in plan and in execution. 

Now, in the face of the record, if we 
are going to copy foreign institutions, 
should we copy? Shall it be our British 


friends or our Japanese enemies—them- 


selves the world’s most renowned copyists, 
if you will? As we pass to offensive am- 


wah phibious war in the Pacific, we should build 


s, whom. 


up, not tear something down. Let us, then, 
look for a moment at what it is proposed to 
disrupt, as we face the hard task of win- 
ning an offensive war in that theater. 

The United States Navy's Air Force is 
the best one in the world. It has been built 
up over many years of earnest endeavor, 


and it is indispensably mingled with the web’ 


and woof of the Navy. The Navy’s back- 
ground of engineering and mechanical abil- 
ity and its vast reservoir of high-grade spe- 
cialized personnel have been essential in 
this growth. The material accomplish- 
ments of the building-up period are many. 

Navy flyers are not and never have been 
in a watertight place apart from the rest 
of the Navy. The seaman has to know 
something of the air and the airman has 
to be considerable of a seaman. 

The practical advantages of such train- 
ing was demonstrated time and again in 
our defensive campaign in the Philippines. 
Being seamen as well as airmen, when our 
patrol planes saw something they always 
knew what kind of ship they saw. 

When worse came to worst, and patrol 
planes were shot down by the Japs, the 
seamanship of the airmen proved its worth 
on many occasions. It was remarkable how 
many of the plane crews who were sup- 
posedly lost eventually turned up in Java 
or Australia; nothing better illustrated their 
courage, stamina and resourcefulness while 
quite literally at sea. 

« * 

Clearly, the Navy Air Force is the organ- 
ization around which the building of our 
amphibious air elements must be made; it 
is the most suitable for this purpose. Yet 
this is the important war potentiality that 
it is now proposed to disrupt—one argu- 
ment being that all the air services should 
become “unfettered.” 

The only reat fettering that the Navy 


Air has experienced is the restriction under 


which it may use combat planes on wheels 
only from carriers, not from aerodromes on 
land. The one thing that is required is 
entire freedom to use landing fields; that 
is a very essential unfettering. 

The Asiatic Fleet tried manfully to get 
Navy dive bombers into Luzon during the 
autumn of 1941. They could have been a 
very useful weapon there. The Navy pos- 
seased the planes, on wheels, and the men, 
The only reason that is discernible for 
denial of the proposal was that Navy planes 
must not fly from the shore. 

We want to give our fighting men the 
weapons which will enable them to do the

A British Woman’s Travels 
In Wilds of Remote China § 


“Journey Into China,’’ by Violet Cressy-Marcks. (2 
P. Dutton & Co., New York.) 


V IOLET CRESSY-MARCKS is a veteran 
traveler. To strengthen this illuminating 
account of her trip into China in 1938, she 
brings in the experiences of five other e- 
peditions in China and numerous other 
travels in the Far East.

In those days each Senator of 
the majority party appointed at 
least seven clerks and each Rep- 
resentative of the majority party 
appointed at least one. The cleri- 
cal scandal existed each session 
until in 1931 there were more than 
‘1200 names on the House clerical 
payroll and more than 700 on the 
Senate. Few of these clerks ever 
came near the Capitol. In fact, 
many of the names were ficitious, 
the legislators merely drawing, in- 
dorsing and cashing the checks. A 
constitutional amendment adopted 
in 1932 limited the number of 
clerks in each House to 75, and 
both houses have managed very 
well with that number. 


, Much Hard Work. ‘ 


With ‘all the inefficiency that 
characterizes every Legislature, it 
is by no means all play for the 
members. . After the houses are or- 
ganized, the work is rather exact- 
ing. In addition to attendance at 
the sessions, the members are 
called upon to perform committee 
work. The committees usually 
meet at night, and not infrequent- 
ly are in session as late as mid- 
night. Toward the end of the leg- 
islative period night meetings of 
the two houses are frequent. 

Legislative work is much more 
exacting today than it was.even 20 
years ago. Up to about that time 
the government was comparatively 
simple. Now it is complex and 
many more matters go before the 
Legislature than did then. It was 
contemplated when the Constitu- 
tion was adopted and the $5-a-day- 
for-70-days system of pay was in- 
stituted that the work could be 
completed in 70 days. Usually it 
was, sessions prior to 1923 rarely 
extending more than from 70 to 80 
days. Gradually they have length- 
ened until in 1941 the Legislature 
was in session 185 days, 

For 70 days of the 185 the mem- 
bers drew $5 a day and for 115 
days they drew $1 a day, so that 
they received an average of $2.51 
cents a day for their services, 
about half the amount it cost 
them to live in Jefferson City. 

In this connection, it also is to 
be ‘taken into consideration that 
in the cases of most legislators 
their family living expenses con- 
tinue at, their homes, and are re- 
duced little by the absence of one 
member of the family. 


Salaries in Other States. 


The fact that the Missouri legis- 
lative pay is about the same as 
the average of the other states 
is hardly an argument against in- 
creasing it, legislative inefficiency 
being rather general throughout 
the country. The two states which 
have the highest legislative sala- 
ries are New York and Illinois, in 
each of which the pay is $2500 a 
year, $1000 more than is proposed 
in Missouri. Other states having 
approximately the proposed rate 
are Massachusetts, $2000; Ohio, 
$2000; Pennsylvania, $1500; Cali- 
fornia, $1200, and Wisconsin, 
$1200. Most of the other states 
are on a per diem basis, the pay 
ranging from $2 to $10. ~ 

Taking into consideration the 
entire State budget, the increase 
prdposed would be of little conse- 
quence. Total State expenditures 
for each biennium are approxi- 
mately 250 million dollars. The 
total pay of the legislators under 
the proposed salary would be 
$552,000 in a biennium, or about 
one-fifth of 1 per cent of the total 
State expenditures.

The only remaining proposal on 
the constitutional amendment bal- 
lot which has not been explained 
in this series’ of articles is one 
changing the authorized tax rate 
for county purposes -in a few 
counties.

Labor Turnover Problem. 


Otto S. Beyer, director of the 
division of transport personnel] ‘of 
the ODT, warned that the trans- 
portation industry could not ex- 
pect to keep able-bodied men with- 
out dependents in their employ 
and men with collateral depend- 
ents and some with children might 
eventually be drafted by the Army. 

“Some of your major efforts in 
the months to come should be di- 
rected toward the problem of re- 
ducing your labor turnover to the 
minimum,” he said. 

Turnover in the industry could 
be greatly lessened by employing 
more older men, deferred because 
of age or number of dependents, 
and women, Negroes and persons 
now employed in non-essential in- 
dustries, he asserted. 

In the trucking industry, he 
stated, only about 8 per cent 
of the employes are women, com- 
pared to 20 per cent in the avia- 
tion industry. Only 4 per cent; 
of the truckers’ working force are 
Negroes, most of whom are em- 
ployed by companies in the South. 

Beyer urged greater use of the 
United States Employment Service 
and four Federal training pro- 
grams operating under the War 
Manpower Commission, to obtain 
and train replacements. Personnel 
inventories also . were recom- 
mended. 

Co-operation Stressed. 

He stressed the importance of 
labor - management co-operation, 
saying “I am certain that you will 


-|go further and faster in planning 


a personnel program to fit your 
individual company’s needs if you 
take measures to enlist the sup- 
port of your employes.”

Asked at his press conference 
late yesterday whether he would 
comment on the. Nebraska sena- 
torial race, in which the veteran 
Independent. is opposed, as in 1936, 
by Democratic and Republican as- 
pirants, the President first. said 
that the question had caught him 
unprepared. He proceeded to re- 
call, however, that in 1936 he ‘ad- 
dressed a great Democratic meet- 
ing in Omaha, in the biggest hall 
he had ever. seen. This speech, he 
continued, was buried somewhere 
in his public: papers, but the fact 
remained that he did get a great 
Democratic organization on its 
feet, cheering for Senator Norris. 

He then instructed Stephen T. 
Early, White House secretary, to 
have copies of this praise of Sen- 
ator Norris mimeographed for re- 
porters. He emphasized that while 
he had not read these remarks 
lately, he did not think that at 
this time he would change a single 
word of what he said in 1936. 

; What He said. 

The pertinent text of his Oma- 
ha remarks follows: 

“First a word to you as Ne 
braskans. I hope it will be heard 
by the citizens of the other 47 
states, because I know that what. 
I am going to say represents the 
conviction of the great majority of 
those who are devoted to good gov- 
ernment, clean government, repre- 
sentative government. 

“On this platform sits. a man 
‘whose reputation for many years 
has been known in every com- 
munity—a man old in years but 
young in heart — a man who 
through all these years has had no 
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Hiyear-old Foster May, the 


boss but his own conscience—the 
senior Senator from the State of 
Nebraska, given to the nation by 

the people of Nebraska—-George W. 
Norris. 

“Outside of my own State of 
New York, I have consistently re- 
frained from taking part in elec- 
tions in any other state. 

“But Senator Norris’ name has 
been entered as a candidate for 
Senator from Nebraska. And to 
my rule of. non-participation in 
state elections I have made—and 
so long as he lives I always will 
make—one magnificently justified 
exception. 

“George Norris’ candidacy tran- 
scends. state and party lines. In 
our national history we have had 
few elder statesmen who, like him, 
have preserved the aspirations of 
youth as they accumulated the 
wisdom of years. He is one of the 
major prophets of America. 

“Help this great American to 
continue an historic career of 
service. 

“Nebraska will be doing a great 
service, not only to itself but to 
every other state in the union and 
to the nation as a whole if it 
places this great American above 
partisanship and keeps George 
Norris in the Senate of the United 
States.”

of the capital were closed. This 
year they are open. They started 
a month later than usual because 
the children were needed in the 
harvest fields. 

Not all of the potatoes of the 
state collective farms have been 
dug, and the gathering of cabbage 
is just beginning. The need for 
help is desperate, especially with 
the hard winter ahead. Every 
potato, every head of cabbage and 
every beet and carrot are more 
precious than ever. But the 
women and older men running 
Russia’s far-flung farms will have 
to work longer hours to manage 
without the help of the school 
children. 

In Moscow, as all over the coun- 
try, children from the lowest to 
the highest grades are back in 
school, But this year, with de- 
cisive battles raging: on the Stal- 
ingrad and-other fronts, school. is 
not the joyful experience it once 
was. It carries burdens and re- 
sponsibilities not known before the 
war. ‘There are no janitors, char- 
women, firemen or other attend- 
ants. The men and women who 
held these jobs now are operating 
machine tools, digging coal or 
laying bricks for some new fac- 
tory. The teachers and pupils 
themselves must do all the- school 
chores.

Reducing 


Massage

ercise is the best for it not only 

banishes inches of superfluous 
flesh but makes you physically fit. 
But some very heavy women re- 
quire both exercise and massage 
to reshape their figures to normal 
measurements. 

Naturally if you can afford a pro- 
fessional reducing massage two or 
three times a week, so much the 
better, for such treatments relax 
one as well as refashion the figure. 
But as they are costly, many wom- 
en find they cannot afford them 


0 F all methods of reducing, ex- 


‘and are reduced to massaging 


themselves at home. For those 
women here are a few suggestions. 

To massage the legs lie on your 
back and raise one leg toward 
chest. Grip fleshy part with both 
hapds and knead the flesh in deep 
massage up and down, up and 


down. Do likewise with other leg. 


For thigh massage sit up and 
relax one leg. With compressing 
and twisting manipulation. work 
the flesh as you would a big lump 
of bread dough ana remember that 
the stronger the pressure the more 
quickly the thigh will be reduced, 
If your hands tire from kneading 
rest them by smartly slapping the 
thigh. Rhythm in thé slapping 
helps too. Such massage should 
follow your thigh reducing exer- 
cises and you should work up a 
sweat. Repeat routine on other 
thigh. i 

Many women have fleshy shoul- 
ders and otherwise slim bodies, and 
some overweights also have dow- 
ager’s hump. To correct this aging 
silhouette, one must perfect one’s 
posture first and then massage the 
shoulders every day without fail. 
This is done by relaxing the left 
shoulder while you knead deeply 
with the right hand—in fact you 
pinch deeply with the right hand, 
and then you slap the flesh with 
the side of your fist. It takes per- 
sistent treatments to break down 
this unlovely pads of flesh. But 
persistency will do the trick.. When 
the left shoulder has been mas- 
saged sufficently, relax the right 
shoulder and work it with the left 
hand. 

The same method of massage will 
reduce fleshy upper arms, inner 
thighs and hips. It requires a few 
contortions, but the areas can be 


reached and can be reduced. Work- 
ing on yourself helps to reduce all 
the body—so get busy.
